Thorc bus beon a school kept in 
each of the eixty-two white and nine 
colored distriota in the county rfnr 
ing the present fchcol year. The 
people are becoming more interest- 
ad in the naeaaaity of immediate ac 
tion in the cause ot common schools 
than they have been heretofore. 
Thry are realising the fact, that the 
time has come, whra old fogyism 
must give away to adaoM twi in- 
tolli;{bncc. They are aiUm for 
better school houses, andbtttCf truo- 
tees, which wo hope tbey may have 
in the near future. I found on viC' 
iting the schools, that the teachers 
woro doing the best tlicy could, as a 
rule, under the circumstances, and 
« great deal of hard #ork fCr a very 
small salary. They are a >ery mor- 
al, clover, and energetic class of 
teachers. 

The amount paid out of the State 
school (\ind, in this oonat7> to 'tout- 
hors during the preaentcchool year 
is 11,175,84. This is a And paid by 
the State (or the exclusive benefit 
of teachers, and therefore eamo# be 
used for any other purpose. I find 
but few dhliricts ever supplement- 
ing thia fund in order to get a better 
teacher, and if they should aak for 
a tax fcr that purpc^?, there is a 
certain class of voters who have 
from three to five ohildren, entitled 
to tho benefit of the common schools 
Iways ready to vote against any tax 
that is for the benefit of schools, 
hey, strange lo say, hardly ever 
pay any ad valorum tazea. ' Thic i 
i^ornnce in full bloom and % dis- 
graco to buch parents. 

There are soma vary good school 
houses in the oounty, and quite a 
number that are not suitable tor a 
Kood healthy etnLlos. Good ho 
are etsential to good schools, and ss 
the eiticcns who are intereatM in 
this matter, are afkin;; for better 
house!. I have determined that they 
shall have them. 

Eight houses have already been 
condemned and there are others 
waiting to be. Is'ow, if every lover 
of the cause of the common achoois 
will do hia duty, and oe willing to 
concede to others their rights, there 
will be no trouble about locating 
new school houses. And if they will 
always elect the beet men mthe dis- 
trict for trustees, they can do much 
to advance the causa of adoostiOB 
in their community, 

I would snggeat to thoae who are 
desirous to sec their districts blesS' 
ed with good schools and intelligent 
cliildrcn never vote for that olass of 
men for trustees, who are continual 
ly demanding the employment of 
cheap teacher.'^. I mean a teacher 
who is over ready to tike the school 
at any price. Whenever yon gat 
teacher of this cdiFs, you are likely 
to have a el cnp school. 

I am soriy that some teachers 
will so far for^'et thernt-elves, as to 
rnitko roiitrnots with trustees, to 
teach tliiir school lor the public 
money, and aprco to furnish certain 
articles (or the e(;liool. such ss 
broom", ctay^iiH, and buckets. As 
has bean stated the common school 
fund is for the payment of teachers 
and used otherwise is a violation ^f 

There is another drawback to 
schools, that is the* habit of some 
troateea alwaya wanting to employ 
a teacher because ho is a cousin of 
some party connected with the 
school. Get a good teacher even if 
if he ia not a relative of Sam Jonee, 
There haa bean too mack ot thia rel 
ative buaincM for the good of our 
schools. 

Borne teachers have requested me 

10 eivt) my opinion as to each school 
and the teachers' method of instruc- 
tion and government of his school. 
Tlii'^ might be too personal and in- 
jurioun, rather than beneficial to 
the Fchools. 1 had rathor havo a 
Kind word for all than to say any- 
thing th'it woii'd wound the feelings 
oi any tpachcr. We have some 
rao?t excellent teachers in tho coun- 
ty, and Eoine who can greatly im- 
prnvo in teaching. 

I will call the attention of the 
taachera to a lew things, which I 
consider errors in school govern- 
ment. 

Punctuality, I think, is an ele- 
ment without which a school cannot 
be successful. It is often the key 
that unlocks the store house of kno- 
wledge, that which onfolds the mys- 
terious andiUnniMfe tika intelleetu- 
alUie of many a man. Always 
teaeh the child to ba tna tfr tin* and 
friends, and U ii ttk«ly to aaka lili 
a success. 

The want of punctuality • in tha 
school vrill cau«e it to ba a fkilura. 
Whispering, moving over tha room 
after water and other thinga during 
school hours, snapping of the fin- 
gnres at the teacher to attract his 
attenti6n. are favlto fmUMcd by 
some teachers. ' 

Allowing the scholars to reoito W 
if they woro just ready to retire at 
night, for a refreshing sleep, and 
as thought they cared but little 
about thMratvdtaa, art otkar mis- 
takes. 

There are only a few of Iho many 
mistake.^ permitted by teaoheis, but 
there are enough for this time, and 
each ono knows whether these ob- 
jections were allowed in hia schools; 

Of couise tho teacher must thor- 
oughly understand tha branches 
which he la expeoted to taaoh, or 
bis sahool will be a failure. 

In coodoiion, I wish to aay* 
that whatever I do concerning ackool 
matters shall be for the good and 
benefit of the people. I nave the 
new school law for trustees. Call 
and get it. Trustees should be eere- 
tvl in making contracts with agei^ts.
